\A  by -la  tv  to  provide  for  and  reynlate  the  election  of 
Water  Commissioners  for  the  City  of  Xew  West- 
mi  ns  ter. 

WHEREAS,  under  the  powers  contained  in  the 
“ New  Westminster  Act,  1888,”  the  Council 
of  the  City  of  New  Westminster  may  pass  by-laws  for 
the  appointment  and  election  of  Water  Commissioners 
for  the  said  City  ; 

And  whereas,  it  is  expedient  that  tiiree  Water  Com- 
missioners should  be  elected  for  the  purpose  of  manag 
ing  the  construction  and  maintenance  and  operation 
of  a system  of  water  works  for  the  City  of  New 
Westminster  ; 

Therefore  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  City  of 
(New  Westminster,  in  Council  assembled,  enact  as  fol- 
lows : — 

1.  That  there  shall  be  elected  three  persons  who 
shall  be  called  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  direct  and  manage  the  con- 
struction, operation  and  maintenance  of  the  water 
works  for  the  said  city. 

2.  The  said  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  shall 
j have  power  to  enter  into  contracts  with  any  person  or 
| persons,  body  or  bodies  corporate,  for  the  construction 
of  a system  of  water  works  for  the  said  city,  or  for 
the  supplying  of  material  or  labour  for  the  same,  and 
may  do  all  things  necessary  for  the  construction, 
operation,  maintenance,  or  extension  of  said  works, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and  Council  of 
the  City. 

3.  Upon  the  completion  of  said  works,  the  said 
Board  of  Water  Commissioners  shall  have  control  of 
the  maintenam  e and  operation  thereof,  and  shall  have 
power  to  determine  the  regulations  and  conditions 
under  which  water  may  be  supplied  to  consumers,  or 
for  other  purposes,  and  to  fix  a scale  of  rates  to  be 
charged  for  the  use  of  such  water. 
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4.  The  said  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  and  employ  engineers,  super- 
intendents, and  all  other  persons  necessary  to  the 
efficient  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of 
the  said  works,  and  to  fix  the  salaries  or  remuneration 
of  such  persons. 

5.  The  said  Commissioners  shall  hold  office  for  one 
year  from  the  date  of  their  election,  or  until  such 
time  as  their  successors  shall  have  been  duly  elected 
and  have  taken  office. 

6.  The  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  provide 
for  the  collection  of  all  water  rates,  and  all  other  sums 
due  or  that  may  become  due,  on  account  of  or  in  con- 
nection with  the  said  water  works,  and  shall  keep 
proper  books  in  which  shall  be  entered  all  receipts  and 
disbursements  in  connection  with  said  works,  as  well 
as  a record  of  the  whole  of  their  official  proceedings, 
which  books  shall  be  open  for  inspection  at  all  reason- 
able hours  by  any  member  of  the  City  Council,  or  by 
any  person  or  persons  duly  appointed  by  resolution  of 
Council  for  that  purpose. 

7.  The  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall,  on  or 
before  the  tenth  day  of  each  month,  cause  to  be  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  the  citj  all  moneys  received  and 
remaining  over  disbursements,  and  shall  cause  to  be 
delivered  therewith  to  the  city  treasurer  a detailed 
statement  of  receipts  and  expenditure  for  the  month 
preceding ; and  the  said  Commissioners  shall  once 
each  year,  at  such  date  as  the  Council  may  by  resolu- 
tion direct,  prepare  and  deliver  to  the  City  Clerk  a 
full  report  of  the  operations  of  the  water  works  for 
the  preceding  year,  showing  in  detail  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  in  connection  therewith,  and  the  con- 
dition of  the  works. 

8.  The  said  Commissioners  shall  be  elected  each 
year  at  the  same  time  and  place,  and  in  the  same  man- 
ner, as  the  Mayor  of  the  City  ; provided,  that  the 
nomination  of  candidates  for  the  office  of  Water  Com- 
missioner shall  be  made  by  the  City  Council  by  reso- 
lution, and  the  saidresolution  shall  contain  the  names 
of  not  less  than  six  persons  qualified  to  act  as  such 
Commissioners,  and  the  names  of  the  candidates  so 
nominated  shall  be  inserted  in  the  by-law  fixing  the 
polling  places  for  such  election ; and  otherwise  the 
election  of  Water  Commissioners  shall  be  conducted, 
as  nearly  as  can  be,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  election 
of  Mayor. 

9.  The  qualification  of  a candidate  for  Water  Com- 
missioner shall  be  the  same  as  for  Mayor,  and  every 
qualified  elector  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  any  three 
of  the  persons  nominated  as  candidates  for  Water 
Commissioners. 

10.  No  person  elected  a Water  Commissioner  shall 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  or  sit  or  vote  as 
such  Commissioner,  unless  and  until  he  shall  have  first 
made  a declaration  of  office  and  qualification  before 
the  Mayor,  or  some  Justice  of  the  Peace  having  juris- 
diction within  the  city,  and  the  said  declaration  shall 
be,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  in  the  words  of  the  declaration 
required  for  Mayor. 

11.  No  Water  Commissioner  or  Alderman  shall  have 
any  personal  interest  in  any  contract  in  connection 
with  said  water  works,  or  be  interested  directly  or 
indirectly  in  the  same. 

12.  Every  Water  Commissioner  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  the  sum  of  $41.66  for  each  month  during  which 
he  has  discharged  the  duties  of  his  office  as  such  Com- 
missioner, to  the  satisfaction  of  the  City  Council. 

13.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commis- 
sioners any  two  Commissioners  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

14.  All  official  resolutions,  acts,  and  appointments 
of  the  said  Commissioners,  and  all  plans  or  expend- 
itures upon  which  they  may  determine,  shall  first 
receive  the  assent  and  approval  of  the  City  Council 
before  they  shall  have  any  legal  force  or  effect. 

15.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  this  by- 
law, the  City  Council  shall  have  power  at  any  time, 
for  cause,  or  on  a petition  signed  by  at  least  50  electors 
of  the  City,  to  suspend  from  office  any  of  the  said 
Commissioners  until  the  merits  of  the  cause  or  com- 
plaint shall  have  been  determined  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Council,  and  any  Commissioner  so  suspended 
shall  not  exercise  any  of  the  privileges,  or  perform  any 
of  the  duties  of  his  office,  during  the  period  of  such 
suspension  ; and  if  at  any  time  it  shall  be  made  to 
appear,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council,  after  due 
enquiry,  that  any  such  Commissioner  has  been  guilty 
of  improper  conduct  in  his  official  capacity,  or  of  gross 
neglect  or  carelessness,  the  Council  may  by  resolution 
cancel  the  appointment  of  such  Commissioner  and 
make  provision  for  the  election  of  another  person  to 
take  the  place  of  the  Commissioner  so  dismissed.
